A short time was spent in social converse as
to the businees which had led the Collector to
call them together, after which the company was
escorted to the dining room, where a bounteous
collation had been spread for the delectation of
the guests, and at which Colonel John W, Forney
preeided. Full justice gwvas doune Lo the viands
provided, and upon theremoval of the cloth the
regular business of the day was introduced by
Colonel John W, Forney.

The Collector referred to a statute intended
to facilitate the transportation of imported goods
between New York and Philladelphia, whict, oo
comipg into offiee he had found pra.cucal'ly a
nullity, Merchants of this city were exposed to

t Inconvenlences, resulting from delay in
E:adellvery of their goods. Alded by Messrs,
Kelley, Myers, and O'Nelll, he had been laboring
to remedy the evil, The beginning of reform
promised well, and he hoped that Philadelphia
would resume her commercial supremacy.

He then introduced Mr. Lobdell, the special
agent of the United Btates Treasury Depart-
ment, who, after referring to the complalnts
made by merchants and e by the press of
Philadelphia, concluded by saying: —

“And now, in respect to all Intimations and
charges, from whatever source, that the Trea-
sury Department either is or has been throwing
obstacles or impediments unnecessarily in the
way of business under the transportation laws,
with intent to embarrass or prevent fair, honest
business (ransactions with the Government
under those laws, 1 have to say, and I speak
that which I know when I do'say, that all such
jnsinuations, imputatiens, and charges are
wrong and entirely unfounded, being based only
on misapprehension of the facts of the case.

“] should certalnly be glad to see the forelgn
commerce of this city increased to such extent
as to require the use of that entire buollding for
its sccommodstion. | do expect to see It
largely lncreased from the trade the merchants
imh city are opening with Europe via New
York, under the new law suthorizing transit in
bond, notwithstanding the present seeming diffi-
eulties, which are regarded by many as lions in
the path or by the wayeide. My officlal duties
have been such &s to afford perhaps as correct
s knowledge of the operations under the law
and ‘regulations for the transportation of mer-
chandise without appralsemsant,” as the nature
of the case will permit,

“Thanking you one and all for your kind at-
tention to what I have felt myself called on o
say, 1 will only add my best wishes for the suc-
cess of all well-directed efforts to Increase the
business prosperity of the port of Philsdelphia.”
